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Cuts lead to 
council tax 
rise fears 


STRUGGLING Haverhill resi¬ 
dents may face more financial 
upheaval as funding cuts 
threaten a hike in council tax. 

Haverhill Town Council says 
they will have to consider the 
option of raising the tax after 
losing £129, 000 of funding from 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

The loss of the Council Tax 
Support Grant could lead to a 
bill rise of up to 15 per cent over 
the next four years in order to 
make up the shortfall. 

Haverhill Town Clerk Will 
Austin said: “It has been made 
clear to the council that St 
Edmundsbury will not recon¬ 
sider and will go ahead with 
reducing the grant by 25 per 
cent over the next four years. 

“The likelihood is that there 
will be a rise in Haverhill’s ele¬ 
ment of council tax. 

“This would be no more than 
four per cent each year and we 
would not impose any addition¬ 
al burden.” 
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Last week the Weekly News 
revealed St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council had made the 
decision to reduce the grant 
without consulting any of the 
town or parish councils. 

By 2018, the money will be 
gone completely. 

At a parish conference held in 
Bury St Edmunds on Tuesday 
night, town and parish council¬ 
lors were told the cuts would be 
going ahead.

Cllr David Ray, from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
Cabinet member for resources, 
said: “The Council Tax Support 
Grant is a transitional grant that 
comes from the Government, 
not St Edmundsbury. 

“This year, unlike some other 
councils, we passed on every 
penny to towns and parishes 
but as our Government funding 
is being cut by 47% over the next 
two years we are also passing 
that on. 

“Town and parish councils 
have largely been unaffected by 
the financial pressures faced by 
other levels of local government 
over the last few years, but we 
cannot continue to shield them 
in the future. 

He added: “At the Parish 
Conference I was encouraged 
by the way town and parish rep¬ 
resentatives started to look at 
ways of adjusting to the gradual 
reduction in their funding 
which we plan over the next 
four years.”

A MUM and runner from Haverhill 
has raised hundreds of pounds for 
charity after taking part in her first 
ever half marathon this month. 

Ruth Bayne, of Horsham Close, com¬ 
pleted the Perkins Great Eastern Run 
half marathon in Peterborough, rais¬ 
ing £450 for the Down’s Syndrome 
Association (DSA). 

The 47-year-old receptionist, whose 
five-year-old daughter Kirsty has 
Down’s, completed the half marathon 
in 2 hours, 16 minutes and 13 seconds. 

Training intensively alongside fel¬ 
low colleague at Abbeycroft Leisure 
Centre, Kirsty Millard, Ruth had to 
balance work, family life and doing 
long runs in order to prepare for the 
13.1 mile track. 

She said: “My little Kirsty is five and 
a half and had a tough first year in life. 

“We nearly lost her a couple of times, 
once at birth and again after open 
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heart surgery when she was 20 weeks 
old. 

“Thanks to the heart surgeons at the 
Royal Brompton our little girl is now 
strong and active and just as busy, 
happy and cheeky as a five-year-old 
should be.” 

After Kirsty’s birth, Ruth turned to 
the DSA for support and information 
about the condition. 

She said the charity were there on a 
support line to listen to her fears and 
worries about Kirsty’s health and 
future in the early days, and have 
since provided valuable information 
on how to help her develop her poten¬ 
tial as she grows. 

Ruth, who is originally from New 
Zealand, added: “I have attended DSA 
courses on how best to help her at 
playgroup and then settle into school. 


“Kirsty attends New Cangle School 
in Haverhill and is doing well there 
with the support of some dedicated 
teachers and her classroom helper, 
who also have benefited from advice 
from DSA. 

“The DSA is a charity and relies on 
donations to keep supporting families 
and people with Down’s Syndrome in 
the UK. 

“They do a lot of work towards help¬ 
ing young adults into employment 
and to live independently - so we will 
need them for a long time to come. 

“My husband Stuart recently put 
together a football team to take part in 
a charity match held at West Ham all 
in aid of the DSA. 

“Kirsty Millard’s husband Kevin 
came and played for the team too.”

Dad’s 30,000ft jump 
in memory of Tomas

HOOKED up to oxygen, strapped into 
in a pressurised aircraft 30,000ft 
above the earth and Conrad 
Swinfield-Wells’ heart is thumping. 

Within the next three minutes he 
will be making a death-defying leap 
into the unknown. 

As the first rush of fear hits him, he 
holds on to the memory of the one 
who brought him to this point - his 
beloved son Tomas who died last year, 
aged just four and a half months. 

Speaking for the first time since 
making the incredible leap of faith last 
month, the 43-year-old from Helions 
Bumpstead, described the entire 
experience as “truly mind-blowing.” 

He said: “It was an extremely intense 
and emotional experience. 

“The nerves hit me as we were flying 
up and the pilot would announce 
when we’d reached 5,00ft, 10,000ft and 
so on. 10,000ft seemed terrifyingly 
high, but then at 30,000ft you’re so 
high the ground is just a tiny spec.” 

Having spent a year planning the 
tandem leap at the West Tennessee 
Skydiving Centre, Conrad remembers 
the pang of fear when the moment 
finally arrived. 

But, the memory of his son’s suffer-

ing spurred his determination to take 
the big final step out of the plane. 

He said: “I had his photograph 
strapped to my arm. I just kept remem¬ 
bering I was there to honour his mem¬ 
ory and to go through the struggle and 
fear he went through in his short life.” 

Another motive keeping him going 
was the charity The Sick Children’s 
Trust, who supported him and his 
wife Jo during Tomas’ illness. 

“I want to raise as much as I can for 
them. It’s the best way I can thank 
them for helping me and all the other 
families who have similar experienc¬ 
es,” he said. 

Sadly, the day was marred by the 


tragic death of fellow skydiver Randall 
Matthews, who undertook the same 
jump that day. 

Conrad said: “There are always risks 
involved with things like this. It was a 
very tragic thing to happen and devas¬ 
tating for the people at the centre.” 

Though the tragedy had an impact 
on the experience, the couple remain 
determined to continue their work to 
help The Sick Children’s Trust. 

Tomas was born prematurely and 
Conrad and Jo stayed at the charity’s 
Acorn House, at the the Rosie Hospital, 
Cambridge, free of charge while their 
son was being treated in hospital. 

“The Trust helped us so much. They 
provided us with a place to stay so we 
could be near Tomas and be straight at 
his side if there were any changes in 
his condition. 

“It helps so many families who are 
undergoing some very traumatic 
experiences. 

“Raising money for them with this 
jump was the best way I could thank 
them and help them to go on support¬ 
ing families.”

£180k park opens 
on old school site 


A PARK and new playground costing 
nearly £200,000 is opening today in 
Haverhill. 

Councillors and residents will gather 
at the old Clements Primary School 
site where the new Jubilee Park and 
playground will be opened to the pub¬ 
lic for the first time. 

Unveiling the commemorative 
plaque will be Deputy Mayor of St 
Edmundsbury, Tim Marks and the 
Mayor of Haverhill Town Council 
Roger Andre, who will be joined by 
children from Clements Primary 
School to inaugurate the play equip¬ 
ment. 

The cost of the entire project has 
totalled at around £150,000, including 
around £30,000 for the new play 
equipment. 

Cllr Sarah Stamp, St Edmundsbury 
Cabinet member for Heritage Arts and 
Culture said: “I am very pleased that 
St Edmundsbury has seized the 
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opportunity to give Haverhill a brand 
new open space. 

“Residents told us what they wanted 
and as a result the park is linked to the 
neighbourhood with a network of 
paths, a play area for younger children 
and lots of space for kicking a ball 
about. 

“Open spaces influence our sense of 
wellbeing and I hope jubilee Park sees 
a lot of action.” 

jubilee Park was created on the site 
of the former Clements Primary 
School. 

After consultations with local resi¬ 
dents, it was decided to turn the open 
space into a mixture of allotments, a 
playground, with the remainder stay¬ 
ing as open parkland. 

Cllr Anne Gower, St Edmundsbury 
Cabinet member for Haverhill said: 
“When the new Clements Primary 


School was built on the Puddlebrook 
Playing Fields we negotiated with 
Suffolk County Council to turn the 
former site to community use. 

“The community plays an active part 
with residents shaping how it was 
developed, volunteering to open and 
close the children’s area each day and 
growing crops on the allotments. 

“It was named to celebrate the 
Queen’s Diamond jubilee and I hope it 
is enjoyed for many years to come.” 

The jubilee Park has been officially 
designated as a Queen Elizabeth II 
Fields in Trust Site, part of a flagship 
UK-wide programme to celebrate the 
Diamond jubilee and the London 
Olympics, by permanently protecting 
outdoor recreational spaces in the 
jubilee Year. 

The Mayors will reveal the specially 
commissioned commemorative 
plaque at the ceremony, which was 
provided by the Fields in Trust Charity.

Class on guide 
dog awareness 

POLICE officers in Suffolk were given some 
training on how to deal with offenders and victims 
with guide dogs this month. 

The guide dog masterclass was held at Suffolk 
Police headquarters, and aimed at increasing 
police staff and officers’ awareness of issues 
relating to guide dog users. 

Speakers covered issues including what to do 
with someone’s guide dog when they are arrested 
or have to be taken to hospital following an 
accident.

A GRIEVING niece who lost her 
beloved aunt to pancreatic cancer 
is hoping to make best use of the 
season of goodwill to raise aware¬ 
ness of the disease. 

Kelly Kennedy-Smith, of Shetland 
Road, Haverhill, said goodbye to 
her aunt Jean Nunn in July, only 
five months after she received the 
diagnosis. 

Now, the 38-year-old hopes to 
raise both awareness and funds for 
Pancreatic Cancer Research by 
organising her own Christmas

shopping market at Haverhill Arts 
Centre. 

Kelly said: “When my aunt was 
diagnosed with pancreatic cancer 
in February, it was a complete 
shock to us. 

“She went to the doctors with a 
tummy upset and later discovered 
she had a tumour in her stomach. 

“She then declined so quickly and 
lost loads of weight. It was horrible 


because before that she had been 
so fit and active.” 

Sadly Jean lost her battle with 
cancer just five months later, aged 
74. 

But, what was more shocking for 
Kelly, was that this was the average 
lifespan for pancreatic cancer suf¬ 
ferers. 

She said: “While my aunt was ill, I 
learned only three per cent of peo¬ 
ple live five years after their diag¬ 
nosis and that hasn’t changed in 40 
years. That has to change.” 


Hoping to help make people more 
aware of the disease, Kelly will be 
hosting a night of Christmas shop¬ 
ping on November 8. 

With stalls containing a multi¬ 
tude of gift options and a silver 
band, visitors will be able to get an 
early Christmas buzz, as well as 
help fundraise for Pancreatic 
Research.

S ITTING in the doctor’s 
office, listening to him 
talk about tests and 
treatments and surgery, 

Cathie Sales felt dizzy with 
shock. She was 29. She had 
a two-month-old baby. And 
she’d just been diagnosed 
with a rare - and vicious - 
form of breast cancer. 

“It was awful,” says Cathie. 
“You immediately think ‘I’m 
going to die, and I’m going to 
die soon’. I thought I wasn’t 
going to see my baby grow 
up; that he would grow up 
without a mother; that he 
wouldn’t even remember me. 

“All these things race 
through your head. I’m a 
glass-half-full kind of person 
- that’s my natural approach 
to life. But the biggest battle 
I had to fight throughout my 
treatment was with fear: it 
was a constant battle to stop 
my mind running wild... 

“But you have to keep 
going, a day at a time. 

Because you can get through 
it and life can be good - life is 
good.” 

To see Cathie today, tending 
to a poorly fonty (now 19 
months, her son’s got a cold 
and is feeling a little sorry for 
himself), it’s hard to believe 
she finished treatment only 
four short months ago. 

Upbeat and out-going, she’s 
also radiant: her skin glows 
and her hair, a curly crop, 
shines. 

“It’s been a journey, but I 
do feel like myself again now,” 
says Cathie. “I used to have 
really long straight hair, and

it’s come back curly - but, to 
be honest, I’m just glad to 
have hair. 

“As soon as it started to 
fall out, I shaved my head, 
fonty was reaching out and 
grabbing my hair, the way 
babies do, and it was just 
coming out in his hand, which 
was pretty horrible. 

“It sounds like a little 
thing, but one of the things I 
found hardest was losing my 
eyelashes: I’ve worn mascara 
every day of my life and felt 
naked without it! Being able to 
wear mascara again is great. 

“You do find yourself feeling 
immensely grateful for all the 
normal things. I have to admit 
I’m still not that grateful for 
nappies, though...” 

Cathie, who lives in 
Comberton, is sharing her 
story to raise awareness of 
breast cancer - with one 
person diagnosed every 
10 minutes, it’s the most 
common cancer in women 
in the UK - and also to fly the 
flag for Cambridge’s Pink Rose 
Appeal. 

Organised by 
Addenbrooke’s Charitable 
Trust (ACT), Pink Rose sees 
people across the area hold 
themed fundraising parties 
every autumn; since it began, 


in 2004, the appeal has raised 
an incredible £450,000 for 
breast cancer treatment, care 
and research. 

“It’s such a good cause,” 
explains Cathie. “From a 
patient’s perspective, the Pink 
Rose has funded so many little 
extras, like a quiet room in 
the hospital, which provide 
comfort when you really need 
it.” 

Cathie, who hails from 
South Africa, met and married 
her British husband, Joel, 
while he was working in Cape 
Town. Having moved to the 
UK in 2008, the couple came 
to Cambridge two years 
ago after Joel got a place at 
theological college Ridley 
Hall, where he’s training to 
become a vicar. 

“I was about five months 
pregnant when we came 
here,” recounts Cathie. “And 
I was around seven months 
when I noticed a change in 
one breast: it was all swollen, 
and hard, and it had these 
purplish marks on it - like 
bruises.” 

Referred to the GP by her 
midwife, Cathie says her 
symptoms were first thought 
to be the result of severe 
mastitis, then a possible 
abscess. 


Christmas reminder 
to sort TV licence

AS SEASONAL preparations 
seem to start earlier and earlier 
every year, temporary 
businesses operating over 
Christmas are being reminded 
to remember their TV licence. 

TV licencing has issued a 
reminder to businesses in 
Haverhill to sort out a licence to 
avoid facing prosecution with a 
large fine if caught out. 

This warning is aimed at all 
businesses regardless of 
whether they are open just for 
the festive period or for the 
following year, 

Emma Cowlard, spokesperson 
for TV Licensing, said: “We 
want people to stay on the right 
side of the law and enable 
people to enjoy a happy 
Christmas. But any business in 
Haverhill or Sudbury showing 
live television, whether for 
customers’ use or in staff areas, 
must be covered by a valid TV 


Licence. 

“Those without a valid licence 
are breaking the law and run 
the risk of a court prosecution 
and fine of up to £1,000 per 
offence, plus costs. 

“Those found guilty are also 
required to buy a TV Licence at 
£145.50, or they could face a 
potential second prosecution. 

“So whether you’re managing 
a grotto, toy factory or reindeer 
stable, make sure you have a 
valid TV Licence.” 

TV licencing has also told 
businesses they are able to 
claim a refund worth more than 
£100 in the New Year for 
licences purchased in October, 
provided the licence isn’t 
needed again before it expires.

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Within a few weeks Jonty 
had arrived, happy and 
healthy, “but I had real 
problems breast-feeding,” 
says Cathie. “He started to 
lose a lot of weight, so I had 
to introduce a bottle within 
the first couple of weeks.” 

With Cathie’s breast still 
swollen and discoloured, the 
doctor prescribed antibiotics 
and planned to run tests - 
but the new mum was on 
the point of flying back to 
South Africa, to celebrate her 
sister’s wedding. 

Knowing what a

physio and a 
breast surgeon 
back in Cape 
Town. “The physio 
looked at my breast ^ 
and said ‘Whatever’s 
going on here, it’s really 
bad’... Within days I’d had a 
mammogram, ultrasound, 
biopsies. 

“By that stage, there were 
visible lumps under my arm 
and they were very painful. I 
know now that inflammatory 
breast cancer - which I had: 
it accounts for about three 
per cent of breast cancers 
- moves very quickly; it can 
appear almost overnight.” 

The diagnosis was, admits 
Cathie, a sickening blow “We 
were told, because of the 
under-arm lumps, that there 
was a 50/50 chance it had 
spread. The consultant said 
if it had spread beyond the 
arm, there was no cure; if it 
hadn’t, we could talk about 


a cure. 

“Two days later, after all 
the scans, we were told it 
hadn’t spread and we were 
so happy we actually went 
out for dinner to celebrate. 

It’s crazy: two days earlier, we 
were devastated that it was 
breast cancer - and now we 
were delighted it was breast 
cancer, and nothing else.” 

Cathie had her first round 
of chemo before even leaving 
South Africa; back in the UK, 
her treatment continued 
at Addenbrooke’s. She 
had six sessions of 
chemotherapy and 
regular infusions 
of anti-cancer 
i drug Herceptin, 
before 

radiotherapy 
and surgery. 
“The chemo 
- was the most 
f physically 

r demanding 
part, definitely,” 

F says Cathie. 

“There were times, 
vvhen I was still 
feeling really sick five or 
six days after a treatment, 
when I thought T want this 
ride to stop, I want to get off’. 

“I felt robbed: I couldn’t be 
the mum and wife I wanted 
to be. It was like my life had 
been derailed by this horrible 
thing, like my own body was 
trying to kill me... 

“But I’ve got a very, very 
good husband. He is such a 
positive person and he was 
always trying to cheer me up 
and make me laugh. 

“And we had such great 
support: my mum came over 
for seven weeks, my mother- 
in-law came up every 
weekend, friends from Joel’s 
college delivered dinner for a 
week right after each chemo, 
other friends looked after 


Jonty. 

“I wanted to look after 
Jonty myself so badly, so that 
was emotional. But I had no 
energy at all." 

Discovering she had to 
take oestrogen-suppressant 
Tamoxifen was, admits 
Cathie, another blow: “We 
want to have another baby, 
which you can’t do while 
you’re on Tamoxifen. But 
they’ve said I can take a break 
after three years, so fingers 
crossed...” 

By the time Cathie had her 
surgery, to perform a single 
mastectomy and remove 22 
lymph nodes, the cancer had 
all but vanished: tests showed 
cancerous cells in only one of 
the nodes. 

“Nobody’s actually said 
it’s all gone, that I’ve got 
the all-clear. But first I was 
on eight-week checks, then 
four-monthly. And then 
September they said ‘See you 
next year’...” 

The final hurdle is breast 
reconstruction, which is 
scheduled for early next year. 

“I’m feeling good and I’m 
enjoying life,” says Cathie. 
“Jonty is just amazing: even 
when I was feeling really 
down, he could bring a smile 
to my face. 

“Watching him grow is 
wonderful; it’s a privilege to 
be his mum.” 

“When I was first 
diagnosed, I went on the 
internet hoping to find 
some hopeful and uplifting 
stories,” Cathie adds. 

“I don’t know if I was just 
looking in the wrong places, 
but all I could find were sad 
stories. 

“I wanted to share my story 
to encourage other people - 
to tell them that things can 
get better, and that you can 
recover.”

HAILING from stick-of- 
rock central Hunstanton, 
Norfolk, Deaf Havana are 
an alt-rock six-piece often 
put in the same bracket 
as We Are The Ocean, The 
Blackout and Young Guns, 
writes Ella Walker. 

Currently made up of 
James Veck-Gilodi on 
vocals, Chris Pennells on 
lead guitar, Lee Wilson 
on bass, Tom Ogden on 
drums, Matthew Veck- 
Gilodi on rhythm guitar 
and Max Britton on keys 
with Grace Barrett on 
backing vocals, there's 
basically a lot of them. 

Since starting out in 
2006, there have been 
several line-up changes, 
a quite successful debut 
album (Meet Me Halfway, 
At Least), followed by a 
slightly more successful 
second album (Fools and 
Worthless Liars), and now, 
new album Old Souls, 
which is quite different to 
their previous stuff. 

They're playing 
the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange on their autumn 
tour (with support from 
Charlie Simpson and Big 
Sixes) and we nabbed a 
brief chat with lead singer 
James. 

So, you must be the most 
successful band to come 
out of Sunny Hunny? 


I think we're the only 
band to come out of 
Hunstanton aren't we? So 
we sort of win by default. 

It's been a busy year 
what with Zane Lowe 
backing you (he made 
single Mildred his Hottest 
Record), an acoustic tour 
in the spring and a whole 
load of summer festivals 
(they headlined Lodestar). 
What's been the highlight? 

I think the highlight has 
been Reading. Reading 
Festival this year was just 
phenomenal, that'd be my 
highlight because I didn't 
expect it to be as good 
as it was. The tent was 
completely full and it was 
so much better than the 
festival was last year, even 


though we played the 
main stage last year (this 
year they made the BBC 
Introducing stage). 

But didn't you also 
support Bruce Springsteen 
at Hard Rock Calling in 
June? How was that? 

It was pretty weird, 
but amazing at the same 
time. We're still pretty 
new to massive crowds so 
it's a bit daunting but the 
best thing about it was 
the fact that the people 
there weren't necessarily 
like fans of the band so 
we had to win 'em over. 

I quite enjoyed that 
because you can play 
loads of new songs. 

And what about 
supporting Muse on the 


German leg of their tour 
- did you get to hang out 
with them? 

Not really, we met 
the drummer (Dominic 
Howard), but that 
was about it, they 
keep themselves to 
themselves... 

Are there ever any 
moments when you 
consider giving it all up? 

There's loads of 
moments when you think 
about that because it's 
quite hard at times. It 
looks like it's a laugh and 
everything's easy but, 
especially when you're 
away from home for 
ages, you can get pretty 
down about stuff. I have 
thought about it, but to 


be honest, if I give it up 
there's not really anything 
else I can do, so I'm pretty 
much stuck with it. 

It's been said that a lot of 
the tracks on the record 
are quite autobiographical 
and very personal to you. 
Would you say that's 
accurate? 

Yeah, because when I 
started in music I never 
really thought I'd write 
lyrics. The only way I 
really know how to write 
them is pretty much 
autobiographical or stuff 
that's happened to me 
or I've been involved in, 
so I guess every single is 
[personal]. 

Would you consider 
yourselves “Old Souls"? 

Ha. Yeah, I think so. We 
feel a lot older than we 
actually are, but it was our 
producer, he described us 
as "young people with old 
souls'' and when we heard 
him say it, we were like, 
that's a pretty good name 
for an album, probably 
nick that.

Dividing 

interests" 



AT THIS time of year, just when plants are 
entering their dormant phase, I always look at the 
overcrowded clumps of perennials dying down and 
decide what I need to lift and divide next year. 

Dividing plants involves digging them up, 
splitting them into pieces with roots and growth 
shoots or buds, and then 
replanting them. The method 
stops many herbaceous plants 
becoming overcrowded, untidy 
and invasive. 

Many perennials, including 
delphiniums, heuchera, hostas, 
anemones, phlox and cranesbill 
geraniums, benefit from 
regular division to maintain 
their health and vigour, and 
require no special conditions 
when new, divided sections are 
replanted. Other plants benefit 
from division every three to 
four years although some, like asters, are best 
divided annually. A few, including red hot pokers 
and peonies, hate being moved so only lift and 
divide them if you want to propagate them. 

The best time to divide plants is autumn, when 
they are dormant, and spring, when they are just 
starting into growth. Grasses including bamboos 
should be divided in early spring, while perennials 


which flower in spring and early summer, such as 
lily-of-the-valley, epimediums and rhizomatous 
bearded irises, should be divided as soon as they 
have finished flowering. 

There are various ways to divide plants. Those 
with tough roots which are difficult to prise apart, 
such as hostas, are better off 
being dug up and then cut 
into thick slices with a knife 
like you'd a cake, making sure 
good roots are present in each 
slice. Other plants can be lifted 
carefully with a garden fork, 
working away from the crown 
centre to limit root damage, 
then split into two portions 
across, each with some roots, 
shoots or buds. Larger pieces 
with more roots are likely to 
flowers sooner than small 
ones, which may take a year to 
recover. If you are digging up a clump, remove the 
centre portion, retaining the younger outer parts 
for replanting. If any sections are short of roots, 
trim the leaves to reduce moisture loss. 

Evergreen and perennial ornamental grasses 
should be left until spring, when they've had a 
chance to recover from all the energy they've 
expended making their feathery plumes in 


autumn. Young, newly planted grasses also hate 
sitting in the wet, heavy soil that so often prevails 
in winter, so don't divide them until spring. 

Cut down the foliage of evergreen grasses in 
spring and divide them, while bamboo stems can 
be cut down to 30cm (12in). Perennials such as 
daylilies (hemerocallis) have masses of fibrous 
roots and large crowns which are difficult to pull 
apart, so use two forks thrust back-to-back in the 
centre and work the handles outwards in opposite 
directions to loosen the clump. You may then 
have to use hand forks to divide it completely, or 
cut away sections with a sharp knife. 

Plants with fleshy roots, such as delphiniums 
should be cut with a spade or knife. Divided 
clumps should ideally contain around three to five 
shoots. 

Divide primulas into rosettes and asters into 


single rooted shoots. Clumps of epimediums 
should be teased apart into separate plants using 
your hands or a hand fork, replanting on mild 
autumn days, while crocosmia and crocus clumps 
can be dug up and the new corms which are 
resting on the original ones can be eased off and 
replanted up to 10cm deep. 

When replanting, add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the planting hole on a new site, or 
a balanced fertiliser if you are replanting the 
divisions into the same hole. They should be 
replanted at the same depth in flowering positions 
and watered in well. 

Alternatively, pot up divisions while you decide 
where you want your new plants to grow, 
overwintering them in a cold frame. 

Before long, you'll have an array of new plants - 
which won't have cost you a penny.

NEARLY 80 per cent of potential home-buyers decide which agent to 
instruct based on whether they advertise in their local newspaper, a 
major industry player has claimed. 

Colin Shairp, director of Fine and Country Southern Hampshire was 
reacting to industry ‘scepticism’ to claims made by a large newspaper 
and media publishing house that property supplements drive web 
traffic to agents’ sites.On his blog, Mr Shairp writes: “Call me old 
fashioned, but newspapers work. How do I know this? Quite simply, 
it’s because I follow the figures on the property portals I use - and my 
properties pop up on almost 500 websites. 

“I know from experience that when my local property papers come 
out the hit rate on the portals for my two agencies goes up. It’s more 
than just coincidence, too, because it’s always the properties that are 
featured in advertisements or my regular editorials that bring people 
to the portals. “They may then go on to browse other homes, but the 
visit is prompted by the print promotion and that’s without question. 
The portal statistics that everyone else relies on prove my point.” 

Mr Shairp employs a journalist to write property profiles and draft 
comment pieces which he describes as ‘money well spent.’ He added: 
“...I then use these articles again in my own electronic newsletters 
which are opened, and read all the way through, by 70 per cent of 
those who receive them.” He rounded on agents who ‘rubbish’ print 
media. “Print brings personal contact - people ring in response to 
advertisements and immediately you have a name and an embryonic 
relationship. Personal relationships are the lifeblood of an agency. We 
are a people business needing people contact to succeed. “People do 
read articles, remember their content, ask me about them, and come 
to my agencies because I have a local profile. You may think it boastful 
- estate agency has never been a business for the shy and withdrawn. 
You have to be out there.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?
